TALMADGE BACKS 
FULL GREW LAW 
FOR RAIL WORKERS 


Gotrnor Cheered by 15,- 
000 at Waycross as He. 
Pledges Aid To Enact 
Such Law.

WAYCROSS, Ga., Aug. 30.—Eu- 
gene Talmadge rode back into his 
own south Georgia today.on the great- 
est wave of enthusiasm ever accorded 
a public official by this section of 
the state, 

Hailed by a cheering crowd of 15,- 
000 south Georgia supporters, the 
governor opened his final campaign 
swing through this section by making 
a new pledge, which will doubtless 
assure him the almost complete sup- 
port of railroad workers, to work for 
a full crew law which will require 
the railroads to put full crews on 
all trains and theveby increase the 
number of working hours for en- 


gineers, firemen, brakemen and con- 
ductors nuw on the railroad rolls. 

The new pledge was made by the 
chief executive in a town where rail- 
road men have strong influence, as 
the Atlantic Coast Line's main shops 
and other rauroad shops are located 
here. Governor ‘l'almadge made the 
pledge as he thanked the railroad 
men for the support already given 
him by the Big Four brotherhoods in 
their indorsement of his campaign 
for re-election, 

Need for Fall Crews. 

“The passenger and freight rate 
reductions recently put into effect by 
the Georgia public service commission 
already are showing the railroads 
signs of business revival,” the gover- 
nor said. “It won't be long before 
more trains are moving, and when 
these loaded trains begin to run it 
will be time for the railroads to put 
full crews on them all. The state and 
the railroad men will need a full crew 
law and the railroad men will find 
Eugene Talmadge up there at the 
capitol fighting te get this law 
through for them.”

ernor for several minutes to cheet

REVEALS BIG SILL 


Explosion Leads Police to 
Plant Hidden Under 
House Porch. 


Failure of an electric exhaust fan 
to function in a secret chamber be- 
neath the front porch at a residence 
at S97 Peachtree street Thursday aft- 
ernoon caused an explosion of alcohol 
fumes which led police to the discoy- 
ery of what they termed the largest 
and- most complete distilling and blend- 
ing outfit uncovered in Atlanta. 

A muffled roar under the porch at- 
tracted the attention of Patrolman 
FE. P. Sims who dashed up on the 
front porch of the house. He rang the 
bell. Just before a man opened the 
door the pungent odor of alcohol 
reached Patrolman Sims. When the 
door opened the officer said: “Your 
still has exploded,” which served as 
a cue for the man to slam the door, 
and rush out the back of the house, 
Sims reported. 


The fire department, summoned by 
neighbors as great clouds of smoke 
came from beneath the porch, assisted 
by city policemen made their way to 
the basement of the house which had 
been quickly deserted when the police 
arrived, Officers mounted a ladder in 
the basement and crawled forward to 
the secret chamber beneath the porch 
through a small opening near the top 
of the dividing wall. 


There they found the most expen- 
sive array of synthetic bottled goods,

FOULONS' OUSTE 
REFUSED BY DERN 


Demand of House Mili- 
tary Subcommittee Crit- 
icized by Secretary.

WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 30.—(/)— 
Secretary Dern refused today to meet 
the demand of a house military af- 
fairs subeommittee that Major Gen- 
eral Benjami_ N. DP. Foulois be sum- 
marily dismissed as ‘chief of the air 
corps. 

In a diplomatically worded letter, 
the secretary. of war criticized the 
committee’s method of procedure and 
ended by tossing the whole matter 
back into its lap. He _ asserted 
Foulois had been denied. his consti- 
tutional rights in that he had not 
been permitted to submit rebuttal evi- 
dence, was not represented by counsel 
and had been unable to secure the 
committee’s records. 

The committee's report, said Dern, 
was “not limited to an indictment, but 
in effect finds the accused guilty, fixes 
the sentence and calls on the secretary 
of war to execute it.” 

Dern’s letter, addressed to Repre- 
sentative Rogers, democrat, New 
Hampshire, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, undoubtedly will open up old 
wounds caused by past undercover 
warfare between the house military 
affairs group and the war department. 

At one time last session this battle 
broke into th? open, bringing harsh 
words from both sides. This took place 


even before the subcommittee demand- 
ed General Foulois’ resignation. 
Lengthy Hearings. 

It was after lengthy hearings on 
war department purchases anJ alleged 
lobbying activities, that the subcom- 
mittee called for removal of the air 
corps chief on the ground that he al- 
legedly had violated the law in ap- 
proving airplane. purchases by nego- 
tiated contracts instead of by com- 
petitive bidding. 

The same report sternly criticized 
Foulois’ ability and honesty and ques- 
tioned his efficiency in superv ising the 
army s emergency § transportation of 
the air mail.

Walkout Order Expected 
To Be Most Effective 
at Columbus and Macon 
Plants. 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 30.—(4)—Three 
women and two men were under bond 
tonight in connection with strike dis- 
orders at the Payne Mill here. 

W. D.. Anderson Jr., vice president 


of the Bibb Manufacturing Company, 
obtained warrants against four of 
them. ‘They are charged with assault 
and battery. 

In the fifth case, Guard Tom Cobb 
is charged with assault and battery 
on Mrs. Carrie Webb, carrying a pis- 
tol concealed and without a ‘license, 
and pointing a pistol at another. 

Early Barton, 20, is accused of as- 
sault and battery on T. C. Whitlock; 
Mrs. Webb, 32, and Mrs. Annie 
Wilkes, 22, face the same charge in 
connection with an alleged attack on 
Miss Ethel Morrow, while Carrie Ken- 
zie, 23, is accused of assault and bat- 
tery on Mrs. Jennie Foster. 

Disorders Occur. 

All the defendants, with the ex- 
ception of Cobb, are reported to be 
strikers or sympathizers. The disor- 
ders leading to the arrests occurred as 
strikers’ aides attempted to prevent 
workers from entering the mill 
grounds this afternoon. 

Guard Cobb allegedly struck Mrs. 
Webb on the arm with a blackjack 
and then pointed his pistol at her 
while she and Mrs. Wilkes were at- 
tempting to prevent Miss Morrow 
from entering the mill property. 

Cobb posted bond of $1,000 soon 
after the warrant had been obtained 
against him. The other four were 
taken to jail, but later made bond.

Workers walked out of t e Bibb 
Manufacturing Company's No, 2 plant 
this morning and the News estimated 
1,400 workers were on. strike there. 
All union workers in this area were 
called out on strike during the day. 
The Bibb company is headed by W. 
D. Anderson, president of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. He could not be reached for a 
statement. 

Trucks Barred. 

Strikers at the Bibb plant refused 
to let trucks enter or leave and move- 
ment of finished goods was stopped. 
Workers at the Adams-Swirles duck 
mill and the Atlantic cotton mil] al- 
ready were out on strike with various 
estimates as to the effectiveness but 
the total was several hundred.

CUMMINGS FlGnTS 
MUSIC COMPOSERS 


Dissolution of Group Is 
Sought by Suit Under 
Anti-Trust Statutes. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—(UP)—At- 
torney-General Homer S. Cummings 
today filed suit in federal court seek- 
ing dissolution of the powerful Amer- 
ican Society of Composers, 
and Publishers under the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

The suit, naming the society, the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion and the Music Dealers’ Society, 
Inc., is directed against 131 defend- 
ants, all officials of the three organiza- 
tions 

It ‘alleges that these organizations 
together control cael 3 cent of the 
publications, sale and distribution of 
popular musie in the United States. 

The government asks a perpetual in- 
junction against the society, its affili- 
ates and memYers, restraining any and 
all agreements between them. 

It further asks that the activities 


‘of the defendants in the granting of 


blanket licenses to perform composi- 
tions of any and al! its members on 
the basis of a royalty charge, deter- 
mined by the board of directors, be 
declared illegal and void, 

Restraint of any further agreements 
of such nature on any basis except 
that predicated upon free and open 
competition between copyright owners, 
with royalties fixed at the owners’ dis- 
cretion, also is requested in the suit.

Operators Here Doubt 
Workers Will Obey 
Strike Order; Garment 
Workers Vote To Strike. 


Officials of Atlanta's textile mills 
do not believe their employes will join 
in the general textile strike which 
has been called for the entire nation 


at 11:30 p. m. Saturday. Executives 
of seven of the nine mills located in 
the Atlanta area said Thursday, after 
talking with the workers in the plants, 
they expect to continue operations as 
usual, regardless of the strike call. 

High tribute to the loyalty of At- 
lanta” labor as a whole was voiced by 
the officers, who said they believed the 
employes here are too well satisfied 
with their treatment to-strike: One 
official, who requested that his name 
not be used, said “A few hot heads 
may walk out, but the majority of tex- 
tile workers in Atlanta are too loyal.” 

Two hundred local members of the 
International Ladies Garment Work- 
ers Union voted Thursday night to 
strike next Wednesday. The work- 
ers, employed in six Atlanta dress 
manufacturing plants, charge that the 
dress code is being violated by the 
manufacturers in. regard to hours, 
wages, and that employes who gave 
testimony before a_ regional labor 
board on April 5 are being discrimi- 
nated against, 

The president of one of the largest 
textile plants in the city said that not 
only would his plant continue to op- 
erate, but that the employes them- 
selves had asked to work on Labor 
Day, next Monday. The mill, how- 
ever, will observe «he Monday holi- 
day, he said, in line with its custom 
in previous years. 

There are approximately 2,600 tex- 
tile employes working in the mills in 
the Atlanta area, according to figures 
in Clark’s director of southern textile 
mils. This’ shows that the average 
for Georgia is about 85 spindles to 
each employe. The directory gives 
227,454 spindles in the Atlanta mills. 

American Federation of Labor lead- 
ers from Mississippi and Birmingham 
conferred here Thursday with George 
L. Googe, southern representative of 
the federation. They discussed plans 
for assisting southern textile workers 
who obey the strike call. Present at 
the conference were Hoke Ross, di- 
rector for the federation in Mississip- 
pi, and B. C. Finch, of Birmingham.

Another 300,000 silk, rayon, woolen 
and worsted workers stood by while 
the union demanded their employers 
come in to a conference. 

Spokesmen said the manufacturers 


would attempt to operate, and riolence 


was feared in the south. 

Biggest potential strike since the 
advent of the “New Deal,” the textile 
walkout hits factories from Maine to 
Alabama. 

Jumping the gun, 1,000 walked out 
in Macon, Ga. picket lines formed, 
and a woman worker charged a guard 
had struck her with a blackjack. 

If the textile strike spreads to the 
related industries, it would affect an 
estimated 800,000 workers, union and 
non-union, employed and unemployed, 
and involve 2,000,000 persons in fami- 
lies of the strikers.

Dried Apricot Jam. 

Four cups (2 pounds) crushed cook- 
ed fruit and juice, 7 cups (3 pounds) 
sugar, 1 bottle fruit pectin. 

Add water to washed fruit and let 
stand four hours or overnight. Sim- 
mer, covered, 30 minutes. Drain fruit, 
crush thoroughly, and mix with jnice. 
Measure fruit into large kettle. Add 
sugar, mix, and bring to a full roll- 
ing boil over hottest fire. Stir con- 
stantly before and while boiling. Boil 
hard 1 minute. Remove from fire 
and stir in fruit pectin.

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Cotton Growers Must Decide 
Future Course, Says Wallace 


MARIANNA, Ark., Aug. 30.—>)— 
The southern cotton farmer should go 
ahead with dcreage control and the 
processing tax as long as industry 
holds to its protective tariffs, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace 
told 12,000 Arkansas farmers gath- 


ered here today for the ninth annual 
visitors’ day | the cotton branch ex- 
periment station. 

“The cotton south must decide 
whether to produce eight million bales 
for export or four or five million 
bales,” the cabinet member told the 
gathering. “Cotton has been king for 
a long time in the south and the time 
has come to make cotton a servant. 
When cotton sells for 6 cents, it is 
time to dethrone the king,”’ Wallace 
declared. 

Characterizing the cotton process- 
ing tax as the only effective tariff 
farmers ever have enjoyed, Secretary 
Wallace warned farmers to guard 
against the representations of promi- 
nent men who may soon preach the 
necessity of eliminating the “regimen- 
tation of agriculture and the pror- 
essing tax.” 

Farmers of the cotton south are 
overwhelmingly in favor of compul- 
sory control the same as last winter. 
declared Wallace, ‘‘and if farmers are, 
it is Jeffersonian democracy to use 
central power of government to en- 
force the Bankhead act.” 

He made no mention of agitation 
for repeal of the Bankhead bill but 
said farmers must decide the nation’s 


future cotton policy before planting 
time in 1936. “Exporters, some gin- 
ners and other interests have raised 
frantic cries bvt production control | 
has not ye 
surplus,” he said. 

Because of wholesale farm co-opera- 
tion and unfavorable weather, Wallace 


be reduced to six or séven million 
bales on August 1. 1935, compared 
to the normal post-World War carry- 
over of four to five million bales. 

Restoration of foreign purchasing 
power to enable larger exports of cot- 
ton depends to a large extent on re- 
tiprocal tariff entreaties now being 
negotiated, Wallace said. He said the 
increase in the next few years will 
not warrant planting of all cotton 
acreage in the United States, and es- 
timated that the foreign market can 
absorb five to seven million bales an- 
nually in the next two years. + 

The AAA could promise nothing 80 
spectacular in the future as the price 
accomplishments of the past year, the 
cabinet member declared. but said the 
government was embarking on a pro- 
gram of “fair stability and just price 
for cotton, a price that will repre- 
sent not more than a fair share of 
the consumer's dollar.”

OF GOVERNOR CITED 


Ed Rivers, at Waycross, 
Recalls President’s Lau- 
dation of Talmadge. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Aug. 30.—The 
only time President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt bas ever spoken publicly 
about Governor Eugene Talmadge he 
spoke of him in the highest terms 
and complimented Georgia for making 
him its governor, speaker of the house 
of representatives, E. D. Rivers, of 
Lakeland, declared in a speech here to- 
day. 

Speaker Rivers preceded the gov- 
ernor on the program sponsored here 
this afternoon by the Ware County 
Talmadge Club, a program at whick 
he acted as master of ceremonies. 

“We of south Georgia remember 
how President Roosevelt invited Gov- 


ernor Talmadge to travel with him 
across the state from Savannah last 
year and we remember the tumultuous 
ovations given them as they passed 
through our district,” the speaker of 
the house said. : 

“We of this section also remember 
how the great crowd received them 
both as the president's special stopped 
in Fitzgerald,” Mr. Rivers said. “And 
we also remember that when [resi-

platform of the train to say a word 
of greeting he threw his arm around 
Governor Talmadge and said he was 
proud that Georgia had made Gene 
Talmadge its governor.” 

The president has made no public 
reference to the governor since, Mr. 
Rivers said. 

“We have it from the president him- 
self and not from some candidate run- 
ning pellmell over the state what he 
thinks of Eugene Talmadge,” Mr. Riv- 
ers declared. 

Speaker Kivers got both cheers and 
laughs when he read from a copy of 
the Athens Banner-Herald of May 
20 in which Abit Nix, one of Judge 
Pittman’s campaign speakers, was 
shown as protesting to Washington 
against an action of the national re- 
covery administration. Nix was act- 
ing as chairman of the industrial com- 
mittee of the Athens Chamber of 
Commerce, 

In recent speeches in behalf of 
Judge Pittman’s candidacy, Nix has 
scored Governor Talmadge, charging 
that he has failed to co-operate with 
President Roosevelt in the recovery 
program. 

“All I have got to say is this,” 
Speaker Rivers said. “This article 
does not show full and complete co- 
operation on the part of Mr. Abit 
Nix, himself.” 

Speaker Rivers severe criticized 
Judge Claude C. Pittman, of Carters- 
ville, one of the governor's two op- 
ponents for re-election, for his han- 
diing of the Walter Roe case. 

“Everyone in Georgia from Rabun 
Gap to Tybee Light knows of the 
Walter Roe case,” he asserted. 

“Everyone knows how Judge Pitt- 
man commuted Roe’s sentence to 20 
vears after he had been found guilty. 
by a jury, after two governors, Gov- 
ernor Russell and Governor Talmadge, 
adjudged him guilty after reading the 
record of the case and after Roe, 
himself admitted his guilt.

UNIFORM SAFETY LAWS 
BACKED BY ROOSEVELT 


TALMADGE CALLS 
FOR OBSERVANCE 


Governor Talmadge Thursday 
issued a proclamation urging all 
citizens to co-operate in national 
safety month during September. 

His proclamation called atten- 
tion to the numerous daily auto- 
mobile accidents and urged careful 
and considered use of the high- 
ways and streets by all persons in 
an effort to make streets and high- 
ways safe. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(7)—A 
recommendation by President Roose- 
velt for uniform automobile safety 
laws “with strict and impartial en- 
forcement” was made public today 
by Secretary Roper. 

The president's views were con- 
_ tained in a letter to the commerce 
‘secretary in connection with a plan 
by governors of 44 states to designate 
September as a “safety month.” 
| Roper, in his statement, took cog- 
nizance of a recent estimate that 
36.000 persons would be killed and 
1,000,000 injured during the current 
year, 

Roper said the “definite personal 
interest of the president” in the safe- 
ty was expressed in Mr. Roosevelt's 
letter, which said in part: 

“T have béefore me at the moment 
communications from a large variety 
of organizations and groups calling 
attention to the imereasing gravity 
of the situation, attributable perhaps 
in part to heavier motor vehicle traf- 
fic as a result of improved economic 
conditions. i 

“IT note that the governors of many 

states are issuing proclamations desig- 
nating September as safety month. 
This should prove helpful if only to 
the extent that it serves as a focal 
point for more mobilization. It is also 
timely, since we are Just entering 
on the period of the year which ex- 
perience has shown takes the heaviest 
toll. However, we must steadfastly 
keep before us that we need more 
than a safety month. We must make 
every year a safety year. every month 
a safety month and every day & 
‘safety day. We must attack the 
problem continuously and energetically 
in much the same way as we have 
conducted our attack on the depres- 
ah sas : 
“IT am more than ever convinced 
that the adoption of uniform tested 
laws and their strict and impartial 
enforcement must be one of our pri- 
mary objectives.”

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TALMADGE RAPPED 
AT PITTMAN MEET 


Scott Candler, Sid Tiller 
and Reuben Arnold Con- 
demn Governor. 


Governor Talmadge was attacked 
by a Decatur city commissioner, & 
state labor leader and a leading At- 
lanta lawyer Thursday night at a 
meeting of the Fulton County Pitt- 
man Club. A large crowd heard Scott 
Candler, Decatur ccemmissi ; Sid, 
Tiller, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration. of Labor, and Reuben Arnold, 
Atlanta barrister, hit the record of 
Talmadge and predict the election Sep- 
tember 12 of Judge Claude Pittman, 
one of the governor's two opponents, 
to the gubernatorial office. 

Arnold charged Governor Talmadge 
with demagoguery and compared his 
administration with the litical ac- 
tivities of Senator Huey P. Long, of 
Louisiana. “The active following 
which Talmadge now has,” Arnold 
declared, “is a pie counter group who 
are either holding jobs now or who 
are looking for jobs.” 

He criticized Talmadge’s career as 
commissioner of agriculture and his 
later activities as governor. 

Declaring that it is “notorious that 
Talmadge has fought the democratic 
administration at every turn,” Arnold 
said, “everything which Talmadge 
claims he has done for the people is 
a fake and a sham and has some 
string tied to it which nullified any 
benefit.” : 

“Talmadge,” he said, “claims he has 
reduced power rates and utilities 
rates. Let's not call this by the short 


and ugly word; let’s just say he is 
laboring under a hallucination. 


Credit to Roosevelt. 


“Power and light rates have been | 
reduced substantially but like many 
of the other benefits we are getting 
this is due to our great President 
Roosevelt and primarily due to his 
TVA developments.” 

He also turned his guns on the $3 
motor vehicle license and freight rates 
and then continued: 

“It is well known that Talmadge 
has ruined the highway department. 
It is a private snap. He has ruined 
the public service commission. It is 
but a rubber stamp for him. He has 
attempted to ruin the agricultural 
department .. .” 

Tiller, in his address, referred to 
the national recovery program and de- 
clared that “the destructive program 
of the chiseling contractors, spon- 
sored by the governor, allows unlimit- 
ed hours and a wage of 10 cents an 
hour.” 

‘,We have the shameful example of 
the governor of our beloved state.” he 
said, “openly flouting the enforce- 
ment of codes and brazenly boasting 
of acts committed with immunity be- 
hind the cloak of the highest posi- 
tion within the gift of the people of 
Georgia.” 

Raps Economies. 

Candler likewise referred to wage 
scales and state highway contracts 
and charged that economies at the 
state hospital at Milledgeville had re- 
sulted in such a meager diet that the 
health of inmates is endangered. 

“The friends of the governor,” said 
Candler, “are favored, the schools are 
pauperized, the hig bus companies are 
favored, but he kept his promises, and 
therefore he should be returned to of- 
fice? Is that good?... 

“On September J]2 we believe that 
the people of Georgia will turn their 
backs on an administration that has 
bristled with bayonets, extravagance 
.. - and will turn to Judge Pittman 
and say to him, take the reins of 
government, co-operate with President 
Roosevelt in bringing to Georgia pros- 
perity and to every Georgian who la- 
bors a living waze.”’ 


NAZIS TO SEEK JOBS 
FOR OLDER WORKERS 


BERLIN, Ang. 30.—(P)—A nazi 
campaign to force youths into “volun- 
tary” labor service to make places for 
older workers is outlined in a decree 
by the president of the state employ- 
ment insurance department, who is 
Germany's labor market dictator. 

Male and female workers less than 
25 years old are to be transferred to 
the voluntary labor service, an auxil- 
iary to the land service. Young wom- 
en may find new occupations in homes 
or kitchens. 


Only youths who have been mem- 
bers of the voluntary labor service for 
a year, storm troopers, members of 
the steel helmet organization and 
married workers supporting families 
will be allowed to keep their employ- 
ment. 


Persons less than 25 will be able 
to get jobs with the permission of the 
employment insurance office, or if 
they apply for a two years’ appren- 
ticeship. 

The government will fill vacancies 
with unemployed older workers, favor- 
ing fathers with large families. Work- 
ers more than 40 years old will re- 
ceive extra government support, up to 
$20 monthly, as an equivalent for 
“lack of efficiency” induced by extend- 
ed unemployment.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 30.— 
(?)—Alabama merchants not only 
agree with the Rooseveit recovery 
measures, but they believe business 
will continue to improve. 

These facts were brovght out to- 
day by a “better ti.nes ballot” dis- 


tributed at the convention of fhe Ala- 
bama Merchants’ Assocoation here 
by the Birmingham News.

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COTTON ALLOTMENT 
UNFAIR, SAYS RUSSEL 


Senator’s Wire to Wallace 
Charges Penalizing of 
Small Cotton Farmer. 


——— 


Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., 
democrat, Georgia, Thursday wired 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace that many small farmers who 
have heretofore practiced acreage re- 
duction are “in a desperate plight as 


a result of the small allotments made 
to them” and urged steps to give 
them relief. 

In his telegram to the secretary of 
agriculture. the senator said, “I am 
daily receiving many protests that the 
small. farmers who have voluntarily 
reduced their cotton acreage in the 
past are being penalized in favor of 
those farmers who have not done so, 
in direct contravention of paragraph 
3, subsection A. of Section 7 of the 
Bankhead act .. .” 

The complaints, he said. declare 
they: are not being protected in ac- 
cordance with terms of Section ‘8 
which allocated 10 r cent of each 
state’s allotment. to be used to equal- 
ize production and the number of 
gin certificates to be issued farmers. 

“IT have had many instances brought 
to my knowledge where the allotment 
of an individual farmer who depends 
on his crop for a living is as low as 
one bale of cotton and in many cases 
it does not exceed four bales on two- 
horse farms.”’ Senator Russell wired. 
“Of course these farmers if. thus re- 
stricted cannot pay their rent, debts 
or taxes much less buy the absolute 
necessities of life for their families.” 

“In my opinion,” the senator con- 
tinued, “the difficulty arises through 
applying a flat percentage cut in every 
instance without regard to the amount 
of cotton heretofore produced and 
without regard to Sections 7 and 8 
of the Bankhead act. The same con- 
dition doubtless exists in other south- 
eastern states where farmers have vol-

PITTMAN PLEDGES. 
OPEN GOVERNMENT 


“Closed-Door” Policies in 
State Affairs Is Hit by 
Candidate. 


BLAIRSVILLE., Ga., Aug. 30.—(4" 
Judge Claude Pictman, candidate for

Georgia Seen as World Center 
In Manufacture of Pulp, Paper 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 30.—(#)— 
Georgia must prepare to become the 
pulp and paper manufacturing center 
of the world, William F. Allen, chief 


chemist of the Savannah paper and 
pulp laboratory, told the Savannah 
Kiwanis Club, 

“Georgia is destined to become the 
pulp and paper manufacturing center 
of not only the United States but of 
the whole world, and we must pre- 
pare for this development,” Allen 
said. 

Speaking on pine reforestation in 
Georgia, Allen said the reforestation 
prevented soil erosion and reduced 
the cost of dredging the Savannah 
river. He told the Kiwanians that 
one dollar out of every eight in Geor- 
gia was a forestry dollar, adding that 
reforestation was one of the major 
movements of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. 

Allen presented figures to show that 
protection vf pine forests in the state 
by timber protective organizations 
costs but 5 cents an acre and is more 
than 99 per cent efficient. The raking 
and burning process for protection 
costs 62 cents an acre, he said, and 


| 


and is but 77 per cent efficient. 

He declared that the raking and 
scraping precess is “an uneconomical 
and inefficent method and should be 
discontinued,” 

“Pine timberland on a farm, well 
set with trees and properly protected 
from fire,” Allen said, “means an 
asset of increasing value—a bank ac- 
count for the education of sons and 
daughters, and a relief in times of 
emergency.” 

A piece of shoe lining made from 
a combination of alpha cellulose from 
Georgia pine pulp and rubber latex 
was shown the Kiwanis Club by Dr. 
Charles H. Herty, director of the 
Savannah paper anc pulp laboratory. 

The shoe I ning, Dr. Herty_ said, 
was one of many products in addition 
to newsprint that could made 
from pine pulp. Other possible products 
include rayon, aew skin, artificial 
leather, smokeless powder and gun 
cotton. - 

The principal aim of the experi- 
mental work, Dr. Herty told the 
Kiwanians, is to make Navannah a 
manufacturing ceuter for groundwood 
and sulphite nulp, with other factories 
making newsprint and other products.

BIGGER COTTON PROFITS. 


Georgia’s most fortunate cotton 
growers—those who have produced 
the most cotton per acre, received 
the best price for their staple and 
enjoyed the best demand for their 
product—held their annual barbe- 
cue Thursday at Orchard Hill in 
Spalding county. 

These producers occupy their fa- 
vored position bécause they have 
followed up-to-date methods in the 
production of cotton. Banding to- 
gether in 1931 to organize the 
Orchard Hill Cotton Improvement 
Association, its several hundred 
members pledged themselves fo 
plant one-variety cotton and to en- 
deavor to increase the yield per 
acre. 

The result has been increased 
profits from their farming opera- 
tions and a bigger démand for their 
cotton than they could meet, prac- 
tically their entire production being 
bought by Georgia mills engaged. in 
the manufacture of automobile 
tires.

Several mil- 
lion bales will also he raised in 
India, and the new Manchukuoan 
government is conducting intensive 
experiments looking to the devel- 
opment of a type of cotton that can 
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be raised in large quantities in 
southern Manchuria. 

The increased production else- 
where spells the certain end of the 
domination of world markets by 
southern-raised cotton if our grow- 
ers continue to produce short-staple 
varieties. If, however, they will 
raise the long-staple cotton that can 
be produced nowhere else except 
in the southern section of the 
United States, they can continue to 
control the cotton markets of the 
world. 

The farmers who are members of 
the Orchard Hill Cotton Improve- 
ment Association have proven that 
this wise course can be followed 
with an increase in profits and an 
eager demand for their product. If

Adolph Hitler, erstwhile Munich 
housepainter, has the intention of 
proclaiming himself kaiser in the near 


future. This plan has ripened so far 
that the title has already been decid- 
ed upon. Herr Hitler will not be 
known as German emperor, as the 
Hohenzollerns were, but emperor of 
the Germans, Kaiser der Deutschen. 
In well-informed circles here in Vien- 
na, where these lines are written, I 
was told that the plan is no longer 
a secret and that Herr Hitler is only 
waiting for the appropriate moment 
to inform the world. 

I stated in my letters from Holland 
some time ago that Kaiser Wilhelm 
has dreaded right along that this 
would be the end of the nazi adven- 
ture. On January 30, 1933, the day 
whereon Hitler was appointed chan- 
cellor by President Hindenburg, Dr. 
Alfred Rosenberg, chief editor of the 
Voelkische Beobachter, wrote: ‘‘To- 
day the fuehrer has covered the first 
stretch of the road that leads to the 
palace.” These words, which sounded 
so mysteriously a year and a half ago 
assumenew significance now that Hit- 
ler has attributed to himself well-nigh 
Almighty power, such as never even 


Napoleon possessed.

Skeptical as I was upon learning 
this news, which I first thought to be 
a mere canard, I received more con- 
vincing proof when I learned from 
authentic sources that feelers have 
been thrown out from Berlin in Aus- 
tria in an effort to learn what recep- 
tion “Emperor” Adolf will have among 
the leaders of the heimwehren asso- 
ciation in Vienna. The persistent ru- 
mors that Otto von Habsburg is ac- 
tually negotiating a restoration of the 
monarchy with chiefs of the Austrian 
government, have greatly alarmed Ber- 
lin.

Another Reason. 


According to a most reliable’ source 
which I consulted Hitler has been 
urged to assume imperial power by 
General von Blomberg, the war min- 
ister. By elevating himself to this 
position, it was argued, Hitler would 
rise above the internecine quarrels 
and feuds of cliques and castes in the 
reich and become a symbol of national 
union. A timid suggestion by Gen- 
eral von Fritsch at the conference 
where these matters were debated that 
if the monarchy is to be restored, Kai- 
ser Wilhelm might just as well be 
called back, was abruptly dismissed 
by Herr Goering, who declared that 
the old German dynasties were over- 
burdened with the load of the past. A 
kaiser was wanted who would not 
stand on traditions, a people's kaiser, 
a Volkskaiser. ; 

I learn further, that Kaiser Wil- 
helm, in Doorn, is fully informed of 
the projected nazi coup. He is re- 
signed to the idea that he himself will 
never ascend the throne of Frederick 
the Great again, but he fears that if 
Hitler carries out his plan, he will 
so compromise and degrade the im- 
perial dignity that the monarchical 
sentiment in Germany will be killed 
forever. So Adolf as kaiser is to be 
the next nazi stunt. In the mean- 
time the economic situation in the 
reich has become disastrous and a 
grave winter stands before the «door. 
Only one more trick remains to divert 
the people’s attention! War. The 
evolution of rfazi policies moves in- 
exorably toward that dreadful cul- 
mination.

PROFITS WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The secret of the More 
genthau speech was that he announced a $2,800,000,- 
000 inflation without directly saying so. 

It is not exactly the kind of inflation that the Thomases and 
Wheelers have been talking about, but a restricted and possibly a 
businesslike inflation. It means the issuance of $2,800,000,000 
in currency, based on the theoretical bookkeeping “profit” from 
gold revaluation. Even Mr. Morgenthau put the word “profit” in 
quotation marks. 

He did not say a word about silver, but every insider suspects 
he will revalue the silver doNar in about 90 days and cash in on 
that also. 

The maximum inflationary possibilities, in that event, will be 
no more than about four or five billions. 

By using these billions to pay off the public debt, he will im- 
prove govérnment credit, strengthen government bonds and stop 
wild inflation talk (temporarily, at least). 


CONJURING This little bit of high-class bookkeeping will prob- 
° ably make Mr. Morgenthau the greatest treasury 
secretary since Croesus. At least, he will be the only businessman 
who ever paid off his debts by devaluing his assets. 

In that, he is like the old necktie salesman who was losing so 
much money that he decided to double his overhead. Or the wash- 
woman down south who deposited $10 in a negro bank only to 
return a year later and find that she had no money left because 
“the interest eat up the principal.” 

In Morgenthau’s case, the principal eat up the debt. 

If he keeps on with this system, the New Deal ought to make 
a profit next year by doubling its expenses again. 


ECHO The late’ Speaker Rainey tried last June to take Mor- 
genthau’s present view of the treasury situation. Rainey, 
commenting on congressional appropriations, said the New Deal was 
breaking even on the cash book. The resultant laughter around 
town sent him to the country for a week-end of rést. 

The trouble with Rainey’s statement was that he got mixed up 
a little in his figures and claimed too much. 

You can laugh as much as you want at the basic idea, but Mr. 
Morgenthau has his profit and no one can dispute that. He will 
unquestionabty get away with it, if he does not try it again. He can- 
not try it much more because the law will permit him to. squeeze 
only nine cents more of profit out of the gold dollar. 


POLITICS Some of the wise boys here are saying Morgenthau 

made the speech for political purposes of the coming 
congressional campaign. It will be used in the campaign, all right. 
The national committee will see to that. 

With the Richberg reports, it really constitutes the adminis- 
tration’s strongest rébuttal to its critics. The main purpose ap- 
parently was to lay the wild ghosts which have been stalking Wall 
Street and frightening government bondholders. 


BARGAINING Sparks flew in the closed room where State Sec- 

retary Hull last met the soviet ambassador. The 
two bargainers disagreed sharply on the question of long-term 
credits (the 25-year loan wanted by the Russians). Hull thought 
that would be the same as giving them money to pay the czarist 
debt. 

The, statement issued 10 minutes later by Under Secretary 
Phillips was really written by Hull.

It said that, in view 
of the soviet insistence, it was not ‘‘possible to be optimistic that 
any agreement will be reached.”

The Pot Must Thine With Cleanliness 


Before It Calls the Kettle Black 
By Robert Quillen 


I learned one of life’s most painful lessons at the age of nine. 

My brother was two years older than 1, and assumed airs of author- 
ity that kept me in a state of hoiling resentment and led to frequent 
conflict. 

One day at school the fourth grade pupils amused themselves during 
the morning recess by jumping a rope. Two of them stood some dis- 
tance apart, whirling a rope between them, and the others ran under 
it one at a time, performed nimbly and briefly, and ran on to make way 
for the next in line. 

When my brother’s turn came, he doubtless acquitted himself as well 
as the others. But my jaundiced eyes saw no grace in him. Envy of 
his brief prominence and jealousy of his superior years drove me frantic. 
I waved my arms and danced from one foot to the other in a frenzy of 
derision, 

Somewhere I had picked up some bucolic adult’s term of criti- 
cism, and now I squalled at the top of my voice: “Yah! Yah! Yah! Look 
at ‘im! Look at ’im! Awkward as an old cow with a broken leg!” 

Behind me stood a group of older pupils, aloof and grand and un- 
approachable. One of these, a girl of eighteen, looked at me with grave, 
unsmiling eyes and said in gentle reproof: ‘‘You aren’t so very graceful 
yourself.” 

The worid stood still. In one awful lightning flash of understand- 
ing I saw myself as others saw me. 1 knew | had made an ass of myself. 
I realized, once for all, that the critic invites comparison. I had learned, 
with dreadful hurt to my vanity, that one must qualify to throw the 
first stone. ' 

There is a streak of cruelty in all of us that makes us laugh at the 
misfortunes of others. And this cruelty, multiplied by envy, makes us 
delight in criticism. We always cheer the loudest when the orator re- 
moves the hide of his opponent. 

But the critic must have no crack in his armor. Because preachers 
are critics by profession, the world whoops with delight when one is 
caught doing wrong. 

There are no perfect people. All alike have some fault to justify 
criticism. But the critic, however gifted or celebrated, is but a small 
boy on the sidelines, imperfect and envious, squalling: “Yah! Yah, Yah! 
Look at ’im.”

Ford Spends Millions. 
In Enlarging Plant 


DETROIT, Aug. 30.—(4#)—The 
Ford Motor Company, an announce- 
ment today disélosed, is spending $13,- 
000,000 to consolidate its position as 
industry's biggest lone wolf. 

Pursuing the same “go-it-alone” pol- 
icy Henry Ford adopted a score of 
years ago when other automobile 
manufacturers declined to join in his 
fight against the Selden patents— 
which until he won his suit demand- 
ed a royalty on each motor car manu- 
factured—the Ford company is pre- 
paring to produce in its own plants 
all of the steel needed to turn out 
3,000 autmobiles a day. 

Foundations are being laid at the 
Ford Rouge plant in Dearborn for 
the two mills which will produce the 
36 varieties of steel that go into au- 
tomobiles. 

The buildings will cost approximate- 
ly $650,000. Machinery and equip 
ment will cost $6,000.000. The cost 
of doubling the company’s power fa- 
cilities to meet the new demands is 
estimated at another $6,000,000, 

When the program is completed in 
about eight months, the Ford com- 
pany believes it will be the only pri- 
vate steel-using manufacturing con- 
cern in the world independent of out- 
side producers. 

Five hundred men will be required 
to man the new steel plants.

Sponsored by 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
Thursday's meeting was the second 
of the campaign. 

_ Through the federal housing admin- 
istration, which administers the hous- 
ing act, owners may borrow enough 
money for this purpose from any bank, 
building and loan association, trust 
souupens or otBer financial institu- 
ion. 

Some campaign committees 

been selected and others’ will 
soon, to carry out the details of the 
campaign, including executive,  fi- 
nance, and publicity committees, a 
speakers’ bureau, architects’ council, 
and construction bureau, Mr. Winter 
said. 
_ Each will be charged with a special 
line of work. The finance committee, 
for instance, will raise a fund for the 
expense of the campaign. ‘The public- 
ity committee will attend to. newspa- 
per, billboard, radio and theater pub- 
licity, and so on, 

Mr. Winter pointed out that 66 per 
cent of Atlanta homes need repairs; 
that 50 per cent of the unemployed 
are workers in the building trades; 
that more than 2,800 Atlanta houses 
aré unfit to live in and that 4,000 
new homes are needed. 

He estimated that each dollar spent 
on repairs would be turned over 20 
times and that the $3,000,000 local 
allotment would thus amount, in the 
turnover, to $60,000,000. Every class 
of business including the construction 
lines and the banks, would be helped. 
Virtually half of the jobless in the 
Atlanta area could be taken off the 
relief rolls. 

Hal. Hentz, speaking for the archi- 
tects of Atlanta, said they favored the 
idea not for selfish reasons, because 
architects got little out of such work, 
but for the good of the construction 
industry and the general good of the 
eommunity. C. Burnham, repre- 
senting the construction lines and ma- 
terial dealers, told of the benefits 
that would accrue to the city. Other 
cities, he said, had made a success 
of the plan, including Philadelphia. 

Henry C. Heinz, speaking for the 
banks, said that owners would be giv- 
en from one to three years in which 
to pay their loans, the principal to be 
paid back monthly. Any property 
owner with good credit rating who 
has met his @bligations on his prop- 
erty, including mortgage interest and 
taxes, is eligible. Loans will be made 
up to $2,000 and an owner may bor- 
row on as many as five properties.

REGIONAL HOUSING PLANS 
EXPLAINED TO CONTRACTORS 

The federal housing program was 
painted as a_ far-reaching benefit 
which will eventually affect the en- 
tire populace in its heneficial work- 
ings, John W. Millsaps, regional di- 
rector of the better housing division 
of the federal housing administration, 
told Atlanta building contractors 
Thursday. 

Mr. Millsaps, pointing out that 
there are more than 16,000,000 build- 
ings in the United States in need 
of repair, showed how the program 
plans to bring about improvement in 
these conditions, at the same time 
providing work for many of the build- 
ing trades workers out of employment. 

The national housing act, the speak- 
er said, is providing credit for millions 
of responsible property owners who 
are letting their buildings go to de- 
eay for lack of funds for repairs, by 
providing insurance of loans made by 
private capital for the purpose of re- 
pairs and modernization. ae 

Since the federal housing adminis- 
tration was established a month ago, 
Mr. Millsaps said, the organization 
has been working to place the idea 
before the people and before the bank- 
ing institutions, and banks in many 
instances have already accepted the 
government's contracts for insurance. 
Plans provide for the establishment of 
better housing organizations in all 
cities where community campaigns will 
be carried on, the speaker said, add- 
ing that the movement is already un- 
derway in Atlanta, where the banks 
are offering support. 56

Un- 
der the NRA there are some 682 codes 
of fair competition. They all have 
provisions for hours and wages, which,

The bidding on the part of the 
South player was most optimistic, but 
whether or not the contract was a 
sound one Mr. Mott-Smith, sitting in 
the West position, was faced with 
the problem of defeating it. 

Not baving any way of telling just 
which of the minor suits to open, Mr. 
Mott-Smith chose his singleton club. 
A low card was played from Dummy, 
and the declarer made what actually 
turned out to be a bad error by win- 
ning the trick with the jack rather 
than the ace. Had South won this 
trick with the Ace he would have sav- 
ed two club entries to the Dummy, 
and, as -will be seen later, the extra 
entry would have enabled him to ful-

fill his contract. At any rate, after 
winning the club jack, South quite 
correctly led his singleton heart. Mr. 
Mott-Smith felt absolutely certain 
from the bidding that this card was 
a singleton, as South had never sup- 
ported the suit after North had bid 
and rebid it. He further realized that 
South would probably not immediately 
play the heart suit, holding two cards 
in it, before drawing trumps. How- 
ever, Mr. Mott-Smith went a little 
further in his reasoning. He saw that 
if he went up with the heart ace, the 
whole suit could easily be set up 
by the declarer, and since the latter 
was marked with the minor suit 
aces, there would be nothing more to 
the hand. He, therefore, played a low 
ecard, knowing that this would lose a 
heart trick for his side, but hoping 
that by so doing he would = subse- 
quently gain two other tricks. 

This is what actually occurred. 
South won the trick in Dummy, ruffed 
a heart in his own hand, re-entered 
the Dummy with the king of spades 
and ruffed still another heart. He 
now drew trumps; but at this point 
he realized the seriousness of his mis- 
play at Trick 1: The Dummy contain- 
el. but .one more card of re-entry in 
the club suit and two more were ob- 
viously needed to set up the hearts 
and run the suit. South was thus un- 
able to subsequently avoid the loss of 
two diamond tricks and his contract 
was defeated. 

South was himself chiefly to blame 
for losing the hand. On the other 
hand, despite his bad error, the con- 
tract still would have been made had 
West obeyed the natural impulse not 
to lose an ace.

In Eastman’s Time 


STOCKHOLM. Aug. 30.—(4)—A 
recheck today of the world track and 
field records accepted by the_Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion congress revealed an error of 
1.4 seconds in the announcement 
crediting a new 800-meter mark of 
1 :48.4 to Ben Eastman, former Stan- 
ford star. 

The record officially credited to 
Eastman was 1:49.8, which ties the 
mark previously acknowledged for 
Tom Hampson, of Great Britain. 

It was the time taken at Prince- 
ton, N. J.. June 16 when Eastman 
set the new 880-yard record of 
1:49:8, passing the 800-meter mark 
on his way to the new universal 
standard for the longer distance.
